New Delhi, the 18th. July 1969 

S.O. 3021.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Inter-State 
Corporations Act, 1857 (38 of 1957), the Central Government, after consulting the 
Governments of the States of Punjab and Haryana and the Administrators of the 
Union territories of Himachal Pradesh and Chandigarh, hereby approves, with 
certain modifications, the scheme forwarded by the Government of Punjab relat¬ 
ing to the reejrstitulion and reorganLation of the State Agricultural Marketing 
Board and the Market Committees, constituted under the Punjab Agricultural 
Pi’odiice Markets Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 23 of 1961), and fmclioning as inter-State 
Corporations in or parts of the SiaiPS of Punjab and Haryana and the Union 
territory of Chandigarh and the territory transferred to the Union territory of 
Himachal Pradesh under section 5 of the Punjaib Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 
1966), and for the purpose of giving effect to the scheme so approved, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following order, namely:— 

Part I 


1. Short title aad commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Punjab 
State Agricultural Marketing Board and Market Committees (Reconstitution and 
Reorganisation) Order, 1969. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1 st August, 1969. 

2. Definitions.—(1) In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Punjab Agricultural Produce Markets Act, 1961 (Pim- 

jab Act 23 of 1961); 

(b) “appointed day” means the day of commencement of this Order; 
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(c) “exiatinK Board" means the Punjab State Agricultural Marketing Board 

established under the Act and functioning and operating aa an Inter- 
State body corporate immediately before the appointed day in the 
areas comprised In the State of Punjab as It existed immediately 
before the Ist day of November, 1966; 

(d) "existing Market Committee" means a Market Committee specified in 

column (2) of the First Schedule which having been constituted xmder 
the Act is functioning and operating immediately before the appointed 
day aa an Inter-State body corporate in the areas specified in column 
(S) of that Schedule; 

(e) “Haryana Board” means the Haryana State Agricultural Marketing 

Board established under the Act as from the appointed day for the 
State of Haryana; 

(f) “Market Committee” means any market Committee constituted under 

the Act and includes an existing Market Committee: 

(g) “population ratio”, in relation to the Punjab Board,'Ht^ana Board and 

tile Administrator of the Union territory of Chandigarh functioning 
as the Board for that Union territory means the ratio of B9.1 to ^.5 
to 0.6; 

(h) “Punjab Board” means the Punjab State Agricultural Marketing Board 

established under the Act as from the appointed day for the areas 
comprised in the State of Punjab; 

(1) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to this Order; 

(j) "successor Board” in relation to the existing Board means the Punjab 

Board; the Haryana Board; the Administrator of the Union territory 
of Chandigarh functioning as the Board in relation to that Union 
territory; and also includes except for tiie purposes of paraCTaph B 
of this Order the AdmlnMrator of the Union territory of Bfimachal 
Pradesh functioning as the Board in relation to the transferred terri¬ 
tory; 

(k) "successor Government” means the Governments of the States of Pun¬ 

jab and Haryana, the Administrator of the Union territory of Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh and the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandi¬ 
garh; 

(l) "successor Market Committee” in relation to the existing Market Com¬ 

mittee shall mean the Market Committee specified in column (5) of the 
Etot Schedule; 

(m) “transferred territory” means the territory transferred to the Union 

territory of Himachal Pradesh on the 1st day of Noveihber, 1966 by 
virtue of sub-section (1) of section B of the Punjab Reorganisation 
Act, 1966 (31 of 1966); 

(n) “transaction” means the sale, purchase, storage and processing of agri¬ 

cultural produce; 

(o) “village” mesuis any local area, recorded aa a revenue estate in th# 

revenue records of the district in which it is situated. 

(2) AH other words and egressions used therein but not defined in this Order 
shall have the meanings assigned to them in the Punjab Agricultural Produce 
Markets Act, 1961 and the rules and bye-laws framed thereunder. 


Part II 

Reconstitution and Reorganisation of the Board and Market Committees 

3, Dlssolatlon of the eiistlng Board and oonsHtatlott of separate Boards for 
Punjab, Haryana, etoj—On and from the appointed day,— 

(a) the existing Board shall stand dissolved, and the members thereof shall 

cease to hold office as such members; 

(b) the Government of Punjab shall establish and constitute under the Act 

a Board for the State of Punjab called the Punjab State AgrlculturEd 
Marketing Board; 

(c) the Government of Haryana shall establish and constitute under tiie 

Act a Board for the State of Haryana called the Haryana State Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Board: 
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(d) the Administrator of the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh shall be 

deemed to be the Board under the Act for the transferred territory 
and shall exercise the powers and perform the functions of the Board 
for the said transferred territory; 

(e) the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandigarh shall be deem¬ 

ed to be the Board under the Act for the Union territory of Chandi- 
g^h and shall exercise the powers and perform the functions of the 
Board for the said Union territory. 

4 Dlanolatlou of existing Maricet Committees. —On and from the appointed 
day.— 

(1) (a) the existing Market Committees shall stand dissolved and all the 

members thereof shall cease to hold office as such members; and 

(b) a Market Committee shall be deemed to have been established for each 
of the areas specified in colmnn (4) of the First Schedule with the 
name specified against that area in column (3) of that Schedule; 

( 2 ) The successor Government shall appoint an officer, or nominate any 

person or persons considered suitahle in this behalf, to exercise the 
powers and perform the functions of a successor Market Committee, 
until a Committee is constituted for a successor Market Committee 
and the first meeting of the Committee so constituted is held. 

Pabt UI 

Apportionment of Assets and Liabilities 

i. IMrtribattoa ot assets and liabilities among the successor .Boards.—^The assetB 
and liabilities of the existing Board shall be divided amongst the successor Boards 
according to the population ratio subject to the following provisions:—> 

(a) the arrears on account of contributions payable by a Market Commltteo 

under sub-section (2) of section 27 of the Act and the arrears payable 
by any such Committee on account of election expenditure shall be 
recoverable by the successor Board on location basis subject to over¬ 
all adjustment between the successor Boards in the population ratio; 

(b) the liability on account of grants-ln-aid payable to Market Committees 

In lieu of fines levied by Courtg shall pass to the successor Board* 
on location basis subject to over-all adjustment between the succes¬ 
sor Boards in the population ratio; 

(c) in relation to an existing Market Committee the right to recover the 

arrears under clause (a) and the burden of discharging the liability 
under clause (b) in the first instance shall devolve on the successor 
Board in. whose jurisdiction the headquarters of the Committee falls; 

(d) the total liability of the existing Board towards Awicultural Depart¬ 

ments of Punjab and Haryana for the scheme relating to (1) Market¬ 
ing Development and Extension, and (2) Strengthening of Marketing 
Section shall, as may be determined by the Director of Agriculture, 
Punjab and the Director of Agi'iculture, Haryana on the basis of 
actual expenditure Incurred by them on these schemes before the 
appointed day, within the respective areas of their jurisdiction; be 
discharged by the successor Boards in population ratio; 

(e) the arrears on account of pay, travelling allowance, gratuity, contingent 

charges Including any other claims in respect of any member of the 
staff of the existing Board shall be borne by the successor Board to 
whom such member la allotted, any amounts due from such a mem¬ 
ber shall be slmilarlv recovered by the successor Board concerned 
and final adjustment on account of such charges shall be made by 
the successor Boards in the population ratio; 

(f) furniture and other office articles with the field staff shall remain with 

them and ^all be allocated to the successor Boards accordingly. The 
stocks and stores at the headquarters of the Board shall be physically 
distributed by the representatives of Punjab and Haryana Boards in- 
the ratio of 60:40 respectively; and 

(K) any unforeseen and residuary liability of the existing Board shall b© 
dlacharged by the successor Board within whose jurisdiction the liabi¬ 
lity has arisen subject to adjustment between the successor ^ards in 
population ratio. 
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6. Division of assets and lialiiUti«& of Market Committees.—(1) The unexagu^ 
«d balance of an existing Market Committee as on the appointed day shall be 
appoiLioned between the successor Market Committees in such manner as may 
be agreed upon by the successor Governments or in default of such agreement, 
as tiie Central Government may, by order, direct. 

(2) Subject to the other provisions of this Order, all land and all stores, 
articles and other goods belonging to the existing Market Committee shall— 

(a) if within the jurisdiction of a successor Market Committee, pass to that 

successor Market Committee and 

(b) in any other case, be distributed among the successor Market Com¬ 

mittees in such manner as may be agreed upon by the successor Gov¬ 
ernments, or in default of such agreement, as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by order, direct. 

Explanation .—In this sub-paragraph, the expression ‘‘land” includes immovable 
property of every kind and any rights in or over such property. 

7. Arrears of Market Fee and Licence Fee.—As from the appointed day the 
right of an existing Market Committee to recover any arrears of market fee, 
licence fee or other dues shall vest in the successor Market Committee in whc le 
jurisdiction tb ^ transaction has taken place and such right to recover other 
arrears shall belong to the successor Market Committee in whose jurisdiction the 
transaction liable to assessment of market fee or licence fee or other dues has 
taken place. 

8. Contracts.— (1) V/bere immediately before the appointed day the existing 
Board had maoo a contract, the contract shall be deemed to have been niade— 

(a) ii" the purposes of the contract are. as from the appointed day, ex- 

cljsively relatable to the State of Punjab, by the Punjab Board; 

(b) if the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, ex¬ 

clusively relatanle to the State of Haryana, by the Haryana Board; 

(c) if the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, ex¬ 

clusively relate <e to the transferred territory, by the Administra¬ 
tor of the Un ^ territory of Himachal Piadesh; 

(c) if the purposes o the contract are, as from the appointed day; ex¬ 

clusively relatai.le to the Union territory of Chandigarh, by the Ad¬ 
ministrator ot the Union territory of Chandigarh; 

(e) in any other case, by the Punjab Board; and all rights or liabilities 
which have acc utd or may accrue, under any such contract shall, 
to the extent ’■'i-b thev would have been the rights or liabilities 
of the existing Board, be the rights or liabilities of the Punjab Board,

0 -cure, under any such contract shall; to the extent to which they 
would have been the rights or liabilities of the existing Market Com¬ 
mittee, be the rights or liabilities of the successor Market CommiHee 
concerned. 

9. Besiduary provMon.—-The benefit or burden of any asset or liability pf 
an existing Market Committee having its headquarters in the State of Punj^ 
State of Haryana the transferred territory of the Union territory of ChandigJtti 
and not dealt with in the foregoing provisions shall pass to the successor Marke 
pommittee in the State of Punjab, the State of Haryana, the transferred territory 
or the Union territory of Chandigarh, as the case may be, in the first instance, 
subject to such financial adjustment as may he agreed upon between the successor
